List of Victims of the Slocum Disaster 
Is Daily Growing. 
New York. June 22.—By the use of 
dynamite and heavy guns fired by men 
from the Second battery, scores of 
bodies of the victims of the Slocum 
diuaster have been brought up from 
the bottom around the shores near 
North Brother Island. 
From sunrise 
to »unset yesterday 
the 
searchers 
along the beach and In boats gathered 
in 112. bringing the number of bodies 
recovered to date up to the appalling 
total of 845. 
Of these 700 have been 
identified, and tbe missing still are 
approximated at something more than 
300. 
Many of the bodies last found 
never will be identified because of the 
changes that have taken place during 
the week they have been under the 
water. 
Evidence of a startling nature, which 
doubtless will have an important bear­ 
ing on the ultimate result of the coro­ 
ner’s inquiry into the General Slocum 
disaster, was forthcoming at the in­ 
quest.
